DRAFT RES, RECOMMENDED BY IOPZ AD HOC COMITE, WAS 

CIRUCLATED IN COMITE NOV. 6, UNDER WHICH GA WOULD 

URGE ESTABLISHMENT AND PRESENRATION OF INDIAN OCEAN AS ZONE 

OF PEACE. AMONG ITS PRIVISIONS ARE: CALL ON GREAT POWERS 

TO REFRAIN FROM INCREASING AND STRENGTHENING THEIR 

MILITARY PRESENCE IN REGION, REQUEST THAT LITTORAL AND HINTERLAND 

STATES OF INDIAN OCEAN ENTER INTO CONSULTATIONS WITH VIEW 

TO CONVENING CONFERENCE ON INDIAN OCEAN; AND REQUEST THAT 

IOPZ AD HOC COMITE CONTINUE ITS WORK AND REPORT TO 

30TH GA. STATEMENTS ON 12 DISARMAMENT ITEMS WERE MADE 

BY REPS OF BANGLADESH, GDR, BULGARIA, YUGOSLAVIA, ITALY, 

EGYPT, MAURITANIA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, ROMANIA, IRELAND AND UPPER 
VOLTA. 

WDC WITH ALL STATES PARTICIPATION WAS SUPPORTED BY BANGLADESH, 
YUGOSLAVIA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, AND MAURITANIA. EGYPT 
FAVORED RENEWING WDC COMITE'S MANDATE. NFZ S WERE WELCOMED 
BY BANGLADESH, MARUITANIA, GDR, BULGARIA AND ROMANIA; 

YUGOSLAVIA AND ITALY THOUGHT IDEA WORTHY OF CAREFUL STUDY. 

SOVIET NEMOD PROPOSAL WAS ENCORSED BY BANGLADESH, 

YUGOSLAVIA, EGYPT, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN; IRELAND WAS IMPRESSED 
BY IT; AND ITALY THOUGHT IT SHOULD BE CONSIDERED BY CCD. 

JAPANESE CW PROPOSAL SUBMITTED TO CCD WAS MENTIONED FAVORABLY 
BY EGYPT, MAURITANIA, ITALY AND IRELAND. ON SOVIET 
REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS PROPOSAL, BANGLADESH 
AND YUGOSLAVIA SUPPORTED IT, ITALIAN REP POINTED OUT DATA 
AVAILABLE FOR CERTAIN COUNTRIES WAS NOT COMPARABLE TO 
THOSE MADE PUBLIC BY OTHERS, AND UPPER VOLTA SHARED CHINA S 
APPRECHENSIONS. 

KARIM (BANGLADESH) , STRESSING LINK BETWEEN DISARMAMENT 
AND DEVELOPMENT, SAID WHEN LARGE PARTS OF WORLD. ESPECIALLY 
BANGLADESH, WERE FACING GREAT ECONOMIC HARDSHIP IT WAS DISTURBING 
TO SEE ENORMOUS PROPORTION OF WORLD'S RESOURCES DIVERTED TO 
STERILE MILITARY EXPENDITURE. HE HOPED US AND USSR WOULD 
TAKE LEAD IN CCD IN PROPOSING MEASURES FOR CONTROLLING CW. 

NOTING IOPZ COMITE S REPORT LISTED 36 STATES AS LITTORAL 
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AND HINTERLAND STATES OF INDIAN OCEAN BUT OMITTED BANGLADESH 
WITHOUT EXPLANATION, HE SAID HE HOPED THAT WOULD BE RECTIFIED. 

KRUTZSCH (GDR) AND TODOROV (BULGARIA) MADE ALMOST IDENTICAL 
STATEMENTS. THEY SAID NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT DESERVED TOP 
PRIORITY, EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT ONE NUCLEAR POWER HAS 
AGAIN COME TO COMITE WITH ABSOLUTELY NEGATIVE ATTITUDE, 

THOUGHT CCD COULD APPROPRIATELY DRAW UP ARRANGEMENTS 
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FOR PNE'S , SPOKE FAVORABLY OF SALT, AND SAID THAT ON 
50TH ANNIVERSARY OF 1925 GENEVA PROTOCOL THERE SHOULD BE SPECIAL 
APPEAL TO COUNTRIES WHICH HAD NOT YET RATIFIED IT. KRUTZSCH 
SIAD GDR'S EXPERIENCE AS NPT PARTY SHOWED IT DID NOT 
IMPAIR PEACEFUL USE OF NUCLEAR ENERGY OR DEVELOPMENT OF 
NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY. WESTERN STATES FAILED TO SUBMIT OWN 
PROPOSALS ON CW, AFTER REIECTING SOVIET PROPOSALS. 

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) STRESSED DANGERS INHERENT IN NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS AND STRONGLY SUPPORTED EFFECTIVE PROHIBITION OF 
ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS IN ALL ENVIRONMENT. 

PLAJA (ITALY) THOUGHT NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE SHOULD CONCETRATE 
ON WAYS TO FACILITATE SAFE ACCESS TO NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR 
PEACEFUL USES, GUARANTEEING NON-DISCRIMINATION AMONG STATES 
IN THAT FIELD. ON CW, HE SUPPORTED APPROACH OF BAN, FIRST, 

ON MOST LETHAL CHEMICAL AGENTS, AND SAID SUBMISSION OF 
JAPANESE DRAFT TREATY WAS AMONG POSITIVE DEVELOPMENTS. 

HE SPOKE OF LINK BETWEEN DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT, 
MENTIONED SAFEGUARDS AND NEED FOR RIGOROUS CONTROL OF PNE’S . 

MEGUID (EGYPT) DID NOT THINK JULY 1974 MOSCOW AGREEMENT WAS 
ADEQUATE AND BELIEVED US AND USSR MUST START FORTHWITH IN 
CCD NEGOTIATING INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION WITH CLEAR-CUT 
PLEDGE TO HALT ALL UNDERGOUND WEAPONS TESTS WITHOUT ANY 
QUALIFICATIONS. HE BELIEVED STRONGLY THAT RATIFICATION OR 
ACCESSION TO NPT WAS ESSENTIAL STEP FOR ESTABLISHMENT 
OFNFZ'S. SOUMARE (MAURITANIA) WELCOMED CHINA'S DECLARATION 
NOT TO USE NUCLEAR WEAPONS AGSINST COUNTRIES IN NFZ’S . 

AND HE HOPED OTHERS WOULD FOLLOW THAT LEAD. 

HE ALSO HOPED "TEL AVIV AUTHORITIES" WOULD ACCEPT 
AND RESPECT ME NFZ. REGARDING REDUCTION OF MILITARY 
BUDGETS OF PERM SC MEMBERS, HE SAID THAT GIVEN DIFFERENT 
POLITICAL AND BUDGETARY QUESTIONS OF ACCOUNTING, HE WAS 
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SKEPTICAL REGARDING IDEA. 

HAMZA (DEMOCRATIC YEMEN) STATED USE OF NAPALM AND OTHER INC- 
ENDIARIES SHOULD BE PROHIBITED; SUPPORTED IOPZ, AND 
DENIED THAT USSR HAD MILITARY BASES IN DEOMCRATIC YEMEN; 

AND NOTED THAT ANNUAL MILITARY EXPENDITURE OF STATES EXCEEDED 
ANNUAL INCOME OF TOTAL POPULATION OF SOUTH ASIA. MIDDLE 
EAST AND AFRICA. ENE (ROMANIA) SUGGESTED UN SECRE- 
TARIAT COULD BE USEFUL IN SUPPORTING IDEA OF NFZ'S AND 
IN SYNTHESIZING VARIOUS IDEAS PRESENTED REGARDING SUCH ZONES. 

HE RECALLED ROMANIA'S PROPOSAL FOR BALKAN NFZ. KENNEDY 
(IRELAND) SAID EXPOLSION OF NUCLEAR DEVICE BY INDIA UNDERLINED 
URGENT NEED FOR INTERNATIONAL REGIME TO REGULATE AND CONTROL 
PNE'S AND TO MAKE SYSTEMATIC AND EQUITABLE ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR DISTRIBUTION OF BENEFITS OF SUCH DEVELOPMENTS. IT 
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WAS IMPERATIVE THAT NPT BE FURTHER STRENGTHENED. YAGUIBOU 

(UPPER VOLTA) WAS AMONG THOSE LINKING DISARMAMENT AND DEVELOPMENT. 

COMITE 2 -UNEP 

ARGENTINA INTRODUCED DRAFT RES (L. 1368) PROPOSING UNEP 
CHANNEL AND STRENGTHEN ACTIVITIES IN NOV 7 MEETING OF 
COMITE 2. RES, COSPONSORED BY EGYPT, IRAQ, MEXICO, MOROCCO, 

SIERRA LEONE, AND VENEZUELA, WOULD REQUEST UNEP TO TAKE 
FULLY INTO ACCOUNT DECLARATION AND PROGRAM OF ACTION 
ON NIEO, PARTICULARLY IN ACTIVITIES PERTAINING TO TRADE, 

ENCOMOMY, TECHNOLOGY AND TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER, AND 
TO FACILITATE PARTICIPATION OF LDC INSTITUTIONS IN ACTIVITIES. 

RES WOULD ALSO REQUEST UNEP GOVERNING COUNCIL TO ENSURE 
THAT GEMS OBJECTIVE OF DETECTING IN ADVANCE IMPENDING

DECISIONS, WERE MADE BY REPS OF MONGOLIA, KENYA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, 
UPPER VOLTA, BYELORUSSIA, DENMARK, FINLAND, GREECE, 

GHANA, AND BULGARIA. USSR REP MADE SPECIAL STATEMENT OF THANKS 
FOROCT REVOLUTION ANNIVERSARY CON GRATU ALTION S ; 
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UNCLAS SECTION 2 OF 4 USUN 4830 
UNDIGEST 

MONGOLIAN, BYELORUSSINA AND BULGARIAN REPS WELCOMED SOVIET 
PROPOSAL PROHIBITING USE OF CLIMATE AND ENVIRONMENT FOR 
MILITARY AND OTHER PURPOSES INCOMPATIBLE WITH INTERESTS 
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OF HUMAN HEALTH AND WELFARE, BULGARIA ALSO EXPRESSING HOPE 
FOR INCREASED UNEP-COMECON COOPERATION, CZECH REP STATED 
SUPPORT FOR SOVIET RES TO REDUCE BY 10 PERCENT MILITARY BUDGETS 
OF SC'S PERMANENT MEMBERS (WITH PART OF FUNDS SAVED TO ASSIST 
IN ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS) , ADDING THAT CONVENING WORLD CONFERENCE

REVISED PRODUCURAL DRAFT RES (L.2 127/REV 1) UNDER WHICH GA 
WOULD HAVE DECIDED TO CONSIDER, EARLY IN ITS SESSIONS, CHAPTER 
OF ECOSOC REPORT DEALING WITH HUMAN RIGHTS AND SOCIAL QEUSTIONS, 

WAS REJECTED 28(US)-41-43, BY COMITE NOV.7. ITALIAN REP 
INTODCUED DRAFT ON BEHALF ECUADOR, FINLAND, FRG, IRELAND, 

ITALY, MOROCCO AND MEXICO. UK MOTION TO ADJOURN DEBATE 
ON DRAFT UNTIL NEXT MEETING WAS DEFEATED 33-40-18. AT 
REQUEST OF CHAD COMITE THEN DECIDED, 54-27-22, 
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TO CLOSE DEBATE, AND IRELAND REQUESTED RECORDED VOTE ON RES.

ITS OWN SOIL, IT REPUDITATED ANY BEHAVIOR THWARTING

RIOS STATED, ISRAEL AND SYRIA EXERCISED RIGHT OF 

REPLY AFTER LATTER SPOKE OF SUFFERINGS OF ARAB PALESTINIAN 

PEOPLES UNDER ZOINIST SETTLER IMPERIALISM.

COMITE 4 IN NOV 7 MEETINGS HEARD STATEMENTS CONDEMNING 
SA POLICIES IN NAMIBIA AND CALLING FOR NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE 
BY REPS OF KENYA, EGYPT, CANADA, MALAYSIA, SIERRA LEONE, 

YEMEN, LEBANON, CYPRUS, CONGO, UAE, NEPAL, LIBERIA, AFGHANISTAN, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OMAN, GHANA, TRINIDAD/ROBAGO, NEW ZEALAND, BAHR 

INTERESTS OF MAJOR POWERS, APPEALED TO 

VORSTER REGIME TO HEED PROTUGUESE EXAMPLE AND CHANGE 

WITH TIMES BEFORE GRACE PERIOD EXPIRES. EGYPTIAN REP SAID 

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA HAD GAINED IN DISCHARGING MANDATE 

BY ASSISTING NAMIBIANS AND CHALLENGING ILLEGAL SA PRESENCE, 

AND CALLED FOR URGENT COOPERATION OF ALL COUNTRIES, 

WESTERN POWERS IN PARTICULAR. 

SIERRA LEONE REP, SAYING HIS GOVT VIEWED TRIPLE VETO 
WITH DISGUST, ADDED THAT GOSL RECOGNIZED SWAPO AS REP 
OF NAMIBIAN PEOPLE AND WILL GIVE COUNCIL FULL SUPPORT. 

CONGO REP ATTRIBUTED COUNCIL DIFFICULTIES TO "SELFISH OBSCURE 
INTERESTS" OF NATO MEMBERS, AND PROPOSED ALL SA 
UN PRIVILEGES BE WITHDRAWN. 

LIBERATION REP CALLED FOR UN SUPPORT FOR NAMIBIAN NATL 
LIBERATION STRUGGLE. SAM (GHANA) SAID SA ABLETO DESPISE 
INTL OPINION DUE CONVICTION THAT IT COULD ALWAYS RELY 
ON UNFAILING SYMPATHY AND SUPPORT OF FAITHFUL FRIENDS IN SC, 

AND ENCOURAGE SA TO INTENSIFY REPRESSION WITH INFINITE ARMS 
SUPPLIES, ADDING GHANA SUPPORT FOR ANY MEASURE PROVIDING TOTAL 
SANCTIONS AGAINST SA AND STRICT APPLICATION OF DECREE 
ON NATURAL RESOURCES. 
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AMB WHITE (US) URGED SAG TO BACK UP RECENT STATEMENTS REAFFIR- 
MING THAT NAMIBIAN FUTURE WOULD BE DECIDED BY NAMIBIANS, AND 
THAT ALL OPTIONS INCOUDING INDEPENDENCE ARE OPEN, WITH PROMPT, 
DECISIVE ACTION. EXPRESSING US CONCERN ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS 
VIOLATIONS, AMB WHITE SAID US EMBASSIES HAVE TRIED TO 
OBTAIN INFO ABOUT DETAINED SWAPO MEMBERS, THAT US SUPPORTS 
UN AND ICJ ACTIONS ON NAMIBIA, AND HAS DISCOURAGED US 
INVESTMENT THERE, AND THAT US HAS CONTRIBUTED $50,000 TO UN

HAD SOME RESERVATION ON RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ECON SANTCTIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AGAINST SA WHICH GOJ HAD NEVERTHELESS TRIED TO IMPLEMENT 
WHERE PRACTICAL. JAPANESE REP SAID JAPANS'S TRADE WITH 
SA SHOULD BE VIEWED FROM PERSEPCTIVE OF HIGHER GROWTHRATE 
OF JAPANES TRADE WITH OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES. NEPAL AND GHANA 
REPS CITED "EXPERT"ESTIMATE THAT NATURAL WEALTH ON NAMIBIA 
WILL BE EXHAUSTED WITHIN 15 YEARS AT PRESENT RATE OF EXPLOITATION. 
(REPEATED INFOR PRETORIA. CAPETOWN, CAPETOWN FOR EMBASSY) 
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COMITE RESUMED DISCUSSION NOV. 7 OF CURRENCY INSTABILITY 
AND INFLATION AND HEARD STATEMENTS ON UK-CANADA-NETHERLANDS 
(L. 1 177/REV. 2) AND BULGARIAN (L. 11 85/REV. 1) AMENDMENTS 
BY REPS OF VENEZUELA, IRAN, CUBA, GUYANA, TANZANIA, 

PORTUGAL, BULGARIA, DENMARK, YEMEN, BYELORUSSIA, MEXICO, 

KUWAIT, UK, AND DEPUTY CONTROLLER ZIEHL. 

CUBAN REP WITHDREW PARA 6 OF L. 1 182/REV. 1 (RE 
SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES) AND WILL SUBMIT NEW VERSION. NOV.8 
COMITE WILL TAKE UP PATTERN OF CONFERENCES AND THEN VOTE ON 
RESES AND AMENDMENTS RELATING TO CURRENCY INSTABILITY. 

THOSE WHO OPPOSED CUBAN RESES WERE PORTUGAL, INDIA, VENEZUELA, 
IRAN, GHANA, AND SWEDEN, WHILE BYELORUSSIA SUPPORTED IT. 
THREE-POWER RES WAS SUPPORTED BY PORTUGAL, INDIA, IRAN, 

GHANA AND SWEDEN AND OPPOSED BY BYELORUSSIA. PORTUGAL SUPPOTED 
BULGARIAN AMENDMENT, BUT GHANA AND IRAN FOUND IT 
UNNECESSARY. CUBAN REP WAS SURPRISED BY OPPOSITION TO HIS 
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PROPOSALS SINCE THEY ONLY SUGGESTED WHAT IS ALREADY BEING 
DONE BY UNDP. YEMENI REP HAD DIFFICULTY WITH SENTENCE 
ADDED TO PARA 6 OF L. 1 177/REV.2, AND SUGGESTED SLIGHT 
CHANGE REQUESTING "SYG SOLICIT VIEWS OF MEMBER STATES, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT REPORT OF WG". UK REP, ON BEHALF OF 
COSPONSORS, ACCEPTED YEMENI PROPOSAL. UK SUGGESTED CUBA 
MIGHT BE WILLING TO INDICATE ORALLY PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
L. 1 177/REV. 1 IN ORDER THAT VOTE MIGHT PROCEED. CUBAN REP SAID 
HE HAD WITHDRAWN PARA 6 OF L.l 1 82/REV. 1 AND WOULD SUBMIT REVISED 
VERSION. KUWAITI REP FAVORED L.l 177 BUT HAD RESERVATIONS ON 
PARA 5 RE PAYMENT OF MEMBER STATES IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH FINANCIAL REGULATIONS. 

WHEN ASKED TO COMMENT ON PARA 5 OF L. 1 177/REV.2, UN DEPUTY 
CONTROLLER ZIEHL SAID WG HAD GIVEN FULL PRESENTATION. 

UN'S FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES WERE CAUSED BY SHORT-TERM DEFICIT 
(ABOUT $90 MILLION) AND FACT THAT MEMBER STATES DID NOT PAY 
ASSESSMENTS ON TIME. HE RECALLED RES 3049 A (XXVII), URGING 
REVIEW OF PATTERN OF PAYMENTS AND ASKING FOR VOLUNTARY 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO SPECIAL ACCOUNT IN CASH OR THROUGH 
CANCELLATION OF OBLIGATIONS DUE FROM UN OR AS RESULT OF 
CLAIMS ACCEPTED BY IT. IF SHORT-TERM DEFICIT ELIMINATED 
AND $40 MILLION WCF RESTORED, UN COULD OVERCOME SOME 
DIFFICULTIES BY BUYING CURRENCIES IN WHICH UN MAKES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXPENDITURES; LIKEWISE, IF PAYMENTS WERE MADE ON TIME, 

CURRENCY FLUCTUATIONS AND INFLATION WOULD NOT SO DRASTICALLY 
AFFECT UN. ZIEHL ADDED THAT HE DID NOT KNOW HOW UN WOULD 
MEET ITS PAYROLL THE FIRST OF NEXT YEAR.

IN CONTINUING DEBATE ON ILC REPORT. COMITE 6 IN NOV 7 
MEETING HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPS OF AUSTRALIA, NETHERLANDS, 

US, NIGERIA, BANGLADESH, ECUADOR, TURKEY AND IRAN. 

COLES (AUSTRALIA) CALLED PRESENT DRAFT ARTICLES ACCEPTABLE 
FOR FURTHER AND FINAL CONSIDERATION AT INTL CONFERENCE OF 
PLENIPOTENTIARIES. KAUFMANN (NETHERLANDS), CITING FORTHCOMING 
SMOOTH TRANSITION TO INDEPENDENCE FOR NETHERLANDS ANTILLES 
AND SURINAM, SAID DRAFT SHOULD CONSIDER DISTINCTION BETWEEN 
"EVOLUTIONARY" AND "REVOLUTIONARY SEPARATION" IN 
CONSIDERATING "CLEAN SLATE" PRINCIPLE, ADDING THAT HIS 
DEL FELT POLLUTION AND OTHER INJURIOUS USES OF INTL 
WATERCOURSES DESERVED HIGHER PRIORITY. NETHERLANDS REP ALSO 
NOTED NEED TO COMPUTERIZE ALL UN TREATY INFO. AND TO COMPLEMENT 
COMPUTERIZATION WITH EFFORT TO ACHIEVE GREATER HARMONY 
IN PRACTICES OF ALL TREATY DEPOSITORIES, BOTH STATES AND 
INTL ORGANIZATIONS. 
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ROSENSTOCK (US) SAID US BELIEVES INTL ORGANIZATIONS HAVE 
FULL CAPACITY TO ENTER INTO AGREEMENTS UNLESS THEIR
